POULTRY, CAGE BIRDS, DAIRY. 
WATER. 

Writing on this subject in the Weekly 
Trish Paivuo, the Poultry Correspondent 
says :— 

We all like fresh, clean water to drink, and 
the doctors tell ns there should be plenty 
inside and outside. We do not often think 
our-hens should be treated like ourselves. 
They certainly do not require the out- 
vard «pplicatior of water, but they 
should have abundance for internal use. 
We are sometimes shocked to see how 
careless people are as to the sort of water 
they give their fowls, and on farms they 
are allowed to drink the most polluted 
water. . We should be as particular about 
the hens’ drinking water. as for ourselves. 
Thoroughly clean the vesséls every even- 
ing, and in the morning fill them with 
fresh, clean water. Keep the vessels—we 
prefer the open ones—in a cool, shady 
place and away from the danger of being 


soiled by the. birds scratching dirt into 
them.

7d. in his hands, and his lordship 
told that it was exceedingly anlikely that 
anything more would be realised The 
realisation of the assets had been pursued by 
misfortune and difficulty in varying forms and 
of many kinds. and the amount that the 
liquidator held would scarcely do more than 
meet the petitioner’s and the liquidator’s costs 
and the fatter’ s remuneration, 

A number of writs of execution and civil 
bill decrees had been placed in the hands of 
the Under Sheriff of Wicklow, and he, on 
March 16, seized chattels of the company on 
foot of them to meet judgment debts amount- 
ing to £316 16s. 2d., and his own fees. The 
fees had been paid, and the question which 
his lordship had to determine was whether, 
by virtue of the seizure of the chattels by 
the sheriff eight days before the petition was 
presented, the debts of the execution creditors 
must be paid in priority to the costs and the 
liquidator’s remuneration, A large number 
of Preference and Ordinary creditors ' 
proved claims amounting to a sim of about 
£9,500, but these claims would not be reached 
in any event. 

The solicitor for the petitioner, continued 
Mr. Justice Johnston, stated that after the 
seizure had taken place he interviewed the 
sheriff and informed him that “a petition 
was being filed to wind up the company,” and 
that the sheriff had ‘‘ not taken any s to 
advertise a sale, on the strength of this re- 
presentation.’

These sections of 
the Judicature Acts were repealed “' as far as 
relates to the winding-up of companies ” 
when the substituted enactment became law 
in 1908, and, as far as he was aware, in the 
intervening years, no difference in principle 
between the two enactments was ever sug- 
gested by any court or judge.

” BELFAST MAN’S 
CONVICTION. 


APPEAL DISMISSED.

BELFAST, Monday. 

In the Northern Court of Criminal Appeal 
to-day, before the Lord Chief Justice, Lord 
Justice Andrews, and Mr. Justice Brown, 
Peter Forgione, Great, Patrick street, Belfast, 
appealed against his conviction at the Belfast 
Commission in April for receiving 411,000 
cigarettes and other articles, when he was 
sentenced to eighteen months’ imprisonment 
by Lord Justice Best. 

The appeal was taken on the grounds 

(1) that the judge was wrong in law im 
not acceding to the application for a direction 
_in favour of the accused; (2) that the judge 
did not make clear to the jury the law on 
actual or constructive possession of stolen 
goods; (3) that there was no evidence to 
go before the jury of either actual or con- 
structive possession; and (4) that the finding 
of the jury was arrived at in the absence 
of any evidence of actual or constructive 
possession. 
At the conciusion of arguments for the 
appellant, the Lord Chief Justice said that 
the Court would aot trouble the Crown to 
reply. The conviction was upheld, and the 
appeal dismissed.

Canainn “Camps.” 


Canada, like every other nation, is 
burdened with a mass of unemployment, 
and, like most other nations, she must 
employ exceptional means to keep the 
At. present she is 
tackling one aspect of the problem on 
broad—indeed , almost on Russian—lines. 
The Department of National Defence has 
established “ work regiments,’’ which 
recruit large numbers of unmarried, work- 
tess men for such tasks as the construction. 
and repair of aerodromes and fortifica- 
tions, These regiments vary in sisipaih, 
from 50 to 250 men, and the “ camps ”’ in 
which they are collected house altogether 
between 2,500 and 3,000 men. They have 
been in existence now for about a year, 
and their maintenance costs thus far have 
amounted to something like 125, 000 
dollars. Upon the whole, the men are 
contented. . They receive twenty cents a 
day for their labour, and are fed and 
housed by the Canadian Government. 
There have been instances of dissatisfac- 
tion, but most of the men prefer the 
comparative security of the camps, for all 
their small pay, to unemployment.

LEAGUE DISCUSSES 
ACTION. 


From REUTER 8 CORRESPONDENT. 
GENEVA, Monday. 


The Council of the League of Nations, 
which met this morning and heard the re- 
presentatives of the respective countries 
on the declaration of war by Paraguay 
against Bolivia, met in secret session this 
afternoon in the offices of Sir Eric Drum- 
mond, Secretary-General of the League, 
to discuss the situation with a view to sub- 
mitting recommendations to the next 
meeting of the Council. 

It is understood that the dispatch of a 
Commission of Inquiry was envisaged, 
while the question of means to secure 
arbitration and a suspension of hostility 
was also discussed. 

The morning meeting of the Council was 
presided over by Signor Caselli (Italy). 

The Paraguayan delegate made a strong 
defence of his Government's action in de- 
claring war on Bolivia, and said that it 
was not war in the conventional sense, as 
a state of war had already existed in con- 
sequence of Bolivia's aggression. 

e invited the Council to appoint a 
Committee of Inquiry to establish the 
facts, and insisted that Article 16 of the 
League Covenant, which provides sanctions 
against an aggressor State, could not be 
applied to Paraguay, which, he said, was 
ready to accept any intervention by the 
League. 

Aiter the reply of the Bolivian delegate 
repudiating responsibility for aggression, 
the Council adjourned to give the special 
committee time to submit proposals. 
According to a communiqué issued in the 
Paraguayan capital, a detachment of the 
Bolivian 36th Infantry Regiment was 
decimated in the Zenteno sector. The 
Bolivians left some hundred dead, includ- 
ing three officers, it is claimed, and 
prisoners and considerable booty were 
taken. 7

Having no sediment, this UD éaga re i 
cannot clog the pipes or nozzles of the 
sprayer, even if left standing in the barrel or 
container. Owing to the elimination of 
vessels for dddelving beforehand and the 
reduced cost of carting materials, the opera- 
tion could be carried out in less time by one 
man single-handed if necessary. i 
Even the necessity of measuring out 
Bouisol is avoided, as it is supplied in wood 
ulp containers, holding 2ib., exactly enough 
or 40 gallons of spray at normal strength. 
The cost of using this spray on potatoes is 
12s. per Irish acre, or 7s. 6d. per statute 
acre, so that time and money are both saved.

quate measure of voluntary co-operation will 

be forthcoming to deal with a situation which 

is gradually getting out of hand. With the 

Dominion Secretary I have arranged for an 

aoe consultation with Dominion representa- 

ives.

Mr. J. C. Davison, K.C. (instrueted by Mr. 
George Crozier), for the plaintiffs, said that 
the school was held under the trusts of a 
scheme under the Educational Endowment 
(Ireland) Act, the endowment and all other 
penpachine to be held by the Flaith to main- 
tain a school for the benefit of the adjoining 
parishes of Mullabrach and Balllymore. The 
governors proposed to transfer the school, and 
an agreement was entered into between the 
education authority and the governors of the
